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Fire Prevention Week a National (and Local) 
Tradition

This year's Open House at the Marion Fire 
Department on October 5 was inextinguishable fun for 
dozens of Tri-Town children and their families. Who 
doesn't love a chance to high-five Sparky the Fire Dog, 
practice putting out a real fire with a fire extinguisher, or 
a ride in the bucket of the ladder truck lifting you 95 feet 
into the air? 

"The turn out was fabulous," said Firefighter/ 
EMT Jodi Auld, event coordinator of the Open House. "It 
was a beautiful day." 

It is all about educating people on fire prevention 
and safety, says Auld, who was gearing up to visit 
Sippican School on October 7 for an all-school meeting 
focused on the importance of fire prevention and safety. 

"This is the first time Fve ever done this," said 
Auld. "I think it's really important for all the kids to have 
some fire prevention education." 

President Woodrow Wilson was the first 
president in 1920 to issue the very first Fire Prevention 
Day proclamation to commemorate the tragic Great 
Chicago Fire that killed 250 people, left 100,000 homeless, 
destroyed over 17,000 buildings, and scorched over 2,000 
acres from October 8 to October 9 in 1871. 

The observation of Fire Prevention Week the 
Sunday through Saturday in which October 9 falls has 
been a tradition since 1922, and it is still going strong 92 
years later. 

Marion Fire Chief Thomas Joyce stressed that 
checking your fire alarms regularly to be sure they are 
functioning is at the top of the list when it comes to fire 
safety. 

Two weeks ago, said Joyce, the Fire Department 
was called to a Marion woman's home for a house fire 
where the resident was lucky to have gotten out alive. 
The fire alarm did not go off when a fire ignited a piece 
of furniture downstairs from where the woman was 
sleeping. Joyce said, luckily, the fire caused the furniture

to split, and the thump of a falling object awakened the 
woman who went downstairs to investigate the sound. 

"I'm absolutely sure that woman would' ve died 
in her sleep, said Joyce, if not for the bump in the night 
that brought the woman out of her sleep and down the 
stairs. 

"You have to check them," emphasized Joyce. 
"The first thing I did when I got home that morning was 
check my own fire alarms to make sure they're working." 

Another important thing to remember, urged 
Joyce, is to never be afraid to call 911. 

"The minute you have a problem in your home, 
or you suspect that you do, get on the phone and call 
for help," said Joyce, adding that there is no penalty 
for dispatching the Fire Department to your home for a 
situation that does not escalate out of control. "We never 
get mad at people."

phrase 'full inclusion' is being redefined to encompass 
more than just academic support and social integration - 
meaningful relationships are formed and lives are forever 
stamped with the lasting imprints of friendship. 

Over a dozen ORR students have opted to 
utilize their directed study time (study hall for us older 
generations) to volunteer as student-tutors and classroom 
buddies for special education students who benefit from 
the added support during times such as gym class along 
with the added opportunities for socialization with their 
peers. 

Kidney pairs the student-tutors up with her 
students according to need and mutual interest, and the 
kids take it from there. 

The program has really taken off, said Kidney, 
merely by word of mouth. Some students chose to 
volunteer because they have been attending school with 
Kidney's learning center students for years - some even 
from preschool - and the chance to spend more time 
together is what Kidney says is the driving force behind 
the success of the program. 

"The students are friends and they are important 
to each other," said Kidney. "And the program has just 
flourished." 

Kidney recalled a senior from last year - Haakon 
Perkins - who participated in the student-tutor program 
and appreciated the experience so much that he included 
it in his graduation commencement speech.

"When I first signed up to be a tutor, my main 
reason was to work with the teens I knew beforehand, 
along with a boy who will occasionally greet the 
school beside me in his soft but bright voice saying 
'good morning everybody!''' wrote Weigal. "But the 
relationships I have created with the other students have 
created memories and lessons that will follow me until 
the day I die." 

Weigal said the staff she has met through the 
program have also inspired her. 

"All of their actions are for the benefit of the 
students, not because they have to, but because they want 
to," said Weigal. 

Annie Henshaw, now a junior, has been helping 
in Kidney's learning center since she was a freshman. She 
said she loves volunteering as a student-tutor and she has 
made some amazing friendships with the students she 
tutors and with the staff as well. 

"My favorite thing to see is the students succeed 
every time they spell something right, say something 
perfectly that they struggled to say before, write better 
and even write their own name correctly," said Henshaw. 
"I commend all of these kids for making it through what 
they do every day that to someone else is just natural." 

Tutoring has been the most rewarding experience 
of Heather Nadeau's years at Old Rochester Regional 
High School. 

"Connecting with the students while helping 
them accomplish their goals means a lot to me. Nothing 
feels better than starting off the day with such joyful and 
energetic peers," said Nadeau, who says that in addition 
to being her favorite part of the day, the experience 
has her on a path to one day earn a Masters degree in 
occupational therapy "Tutoring in Mrs. Kidney's room 
gives me an opportunity to get experience in such a field.

State Imposed Water Restriction Possible 

Mattapoisett Water and Sewer 
By Marilou Newell 

Mattapoisett Water and Sewer Superintendent 
Nick Nicholson oversees an infrastructure that is all about 
clean water and wastewater. That would seem pretty 
straight forward - right? But toss in the complexities 
of underground pipes, valves, pumps, aging systems, 
river flows, aquifers, rainfall, budgets, and oh yes, state 
government regulations and now you've got a job others 
might find overwhelming. Nicholson's passion for his 
profession keeps him fueled and focused on the needs of 
the town while keeping a weary eye on the State House. 
And it was a comment he recently made while attending 
a Finance Committee meeting that precipitated questions 
that needed asking. His comment was, ". . .and they want 
to impose water restrictions across the board..." 

What he was referring to, I subsequently learned, 
is that the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) believes the time has come to impose 
water use restrictions that could have wide-reaching

implications. 

Nicholson said that a new water management act 
presently being drawn up by the DEP would mandate 
and set use levels at 62 gallons per capita (per person 
per day) and would dial back fresh water pumping 
levels to those used nearly a decade ago. He said that 
given the larger customer base that nearly all cities and 
towns now have due to population growth, those earlier 
use levels would require water restrictions such as the 
discontinuation of outdoor watering. 

So, why now, I asked? What is driving this at the 
state level? Nicholson said there has been a 'state water 
management act' in place since the 1980s. Sometime in 
the 1990s, that act expired. Since then, the DEP has been 
toiling to put updated rules and regulations in place. 
Concurrently, the DEP has received increasing pressure 
from various interest groups who have lobbied that 
decreased river flow and dropping water table levels 
need to be taken into consideration. "The new triggers are 
flows and rivers,'' he said. 

Explaining further, he said that the data being 
used to write these proposed new regulations is most 
likely flawed. Speaking to Mattapoisett specifically, he 
said that we get our water from the aquifer and not the 
Mattapoisett River. The water shed area for the aquifer 
is fed by rivers and streams and is impacted by seasonal 
changes. Typically, he says the summer months are 
drier. Adding to the problem of using river flow as a

measure for assigning water use rates is the fact that the 
Mattapoisett River has a clay bottom that does not allow 
for good absorption into the aquifer. 

In spite of his growing concerns that new state 
legislation would force his office to shut down outdoor 
watering during the summer season when water levels 
are typically at their lowest, he is encouraged that 
Mattapoisett' s residents are currently only using 50 to 
52 gallons of water per capita - well below the state 
mandated rate of use. 

From what he and the other Massachusetts Water 
Works Association members have seen so far, the new 
legislation would direct cities and towns to implement 
state conservation plans with no latitude to implement 
municipal policies that would be based on local 
conditions. It would be the state rules over the town's 
reality, period. 

Summer water use is double that of other seasons 
due to more residents and visitors consuming fresh water 
resources, gardening, and keeping lawns green, Nicholson 
stated. He continued, "We never been a fan of automatic 
sprinkler systems." He believes that if people haul hoses 
and sprinklers around a lawn, they tend to be more 
conservative in their watering of grasses versus automatic 
irrigation systems that silently spin water meters. 
Having said that, however, he was happy to report that, 
''Mattapoisett is not a big water user. Our residents are 
pretty well educated (on conservation issues) and they

want to do the right thing/' Regardless, using less water 
will not and does not equate to lower water rates. ''We still 
need money to handle debt services/' Nicholson stated. 

Contributing to Mattapoisett' s conservative use 
of water, he believes that more homes are equipped with 
devices that lower volume flow such as toilets, shower 
heads, and new water meters that help to detect leaks 
leading to lost water. The total amount of water used on 
the average per day by the town is 200,000 gallons. The 
water and sewer department uses a rate of 12,000 cubic 
feet (one cubic foot equals 7.48 gallons of water) per 
household to set the water and sewer rates. The more 
accurate average is around 8,800 cubic feet he said, noting 
the public's willingness to conserve water. 

So what does the future hold? For now, Nicholson 
along with other concerned superintendents throughout 
the state are keeping a close eye on the DEP. Nicholson's 
advice: "Use as much as you need, but don't waste it." 

This brought me back to when I was a child 
and was taught the following by my Father, whose 
conservative use of all utilities equated to money left in 
his pocket: "Shut the lights off when you leave the room" 
and "Don't let the water run down the drain while you 
brush your teeth. . ." That is some old-fashioned advice 
that would serve us well today.

Marion Board of Selectmen 
By Jean Perry 

At the request of the Marion Pathway Committee, 
the Marion Board of Selectmen October 7 authorized 
the submission of the project initiative form to the 
Massachusetts Department of Transportation - the first 
step in the process to solicit federal and state funding for 
Phase I of the Marion Pathway. 

Marion Pathway Committee Chairman Jeff 
Oakes told selectmen that the form was a standard DOT 
form, and walked acting Chairman Jody Dickerson 
and Selectman Stephen Cushing though each part and 
attachment of the form. 

Phase I of the proposed bike path will run 3.84 
miles from the Mattapoisett border to the Interstate 
195 overpass on Front Street. Oakes explained that the 
Town would need to acquire the funding for engineering 
services - estimated at $300,000 - in order to receive any 
further federal or state funding. 

Oakes requested that the selectmen authorize 
the form, which needs to be submitted on official Town 
letterhead to both the Mass DOT and the Southeastern 
Regional Planning and Economic Development Division 
(SRPEDD) by October 16 in order to make the SRPEDD 
Project Review Committee meeting on November 6. 
According to Oakes, that committee only meets two or 
three times a year, so if the form is not submitted by

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October 16, they will have to wait until April of 2015. 

"So that gets us on the radar/' said Oakes, "and 
gets us in the queue for funding/' 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson said all the 
form needed was some minor changes to the language 
that pertains to an easement near the intersection of 
Spring Street and Front Street, and he would seek 
advisement from town counsel. 

Oakes said the Marion Pathway was one of the 
Mass DOT'S Priority 100 Projects that would create a vital 
link between the bike paths of Mattapoisett and Wareham. 

"We've been working on this for, what, 20 years?" 
asked Gushing. "I think by now we finally got our act 
together." 

Also during the meeting, Dawson addressed 
an enforcement order that the Marion Conservation 
Commission issued the Town of Marion for an 
unpermitted rock wall placed above the high tide mark 
at a section located between Spr ague's Cove and near 
Silvershell Beach. 

The Army Corps of Engineers issued a letter to 
the Town ordering it to either remove the 100-foot by 150- 
foot placement of rocks, or file for an after-the-fact Notice 
of Intent with the Conservation Commission. The board 
chose the latter option. 

"It's not even a wall," said Dawson. He described 
it as a placement of rocks intended to control erosion at 
the site, specifying that there was no malintent in placing

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the rocks. "I guess we got a little too close [to the high tide 
line]/' 

Dawson said there has been ''talk around town" 
that the intent was malicious, but dispelled the rumors. 

"It just wasn't that," said Dawson. "It was just the 
DPW trying to shore up a little erosion." 

Dawson said it was possible that with the way 
the rocks were placed and the angle at which the rocks 
were laid, the rocks could have caused further erosion to 
the shoreline rather than inhibiting the erosion. 

"And we will fix it," said Dawson, adding 
that the Town would be soliciting the assistance of JC 
Engineering of East Wareham. 

Gushing and Dickerson briefly debated the term 
"rock wall," saying they did not consider the rocks a wall, 
per se. 

In a follow-up interview, Dickerson denied 
having any prior knowledge of the placement of the 
rock wall near Silvershell Beach, and denied authorizing 
Marion Department of Public Works Superintendent Rob 
Zora to build the rock wall. 

Dickerson is also the Director of the Recreation 
Department, which oversees operations at Silvershell 
Beach. 

In other matters, the Town is considering 
regionalizing its Veteran's Services Department in light of 
the retirement of current Veteran's Agent Bill Titcomb. 

Mattapoisett and Rochester regionalized their 



Vet's Services Departments, and Marion may join the two 
other towns as an alternative to filling the position. 

"It's a system that works really well for them," 
said Dawson, "and I think this is a perfect opportunity for 
us to tap into a well-established resource." 

Also during the meeting, the board authorized 
Dawson to execute the fiscal year 2015 On-Call Consulting 
Agreement with the engineering firm CDM Smith, not 
to exceed $30,000. Dawson called this a retainer of sorts, 
and no money will be expended just by authorizing the 
execution. As services are required, the Town will expend 
from the $30,000. 

The board also authorized Dawson to execute the 
Phase I contract with CDM Smith for the DPW Garage 
Master Plan, as authorized by a Town Meeting vote back 
in May. The contract estimated at $46,500 is for feasibility 
studies of the Benson Brook Road location. 

The board authorized Top of the Hill Package 
Store to sell alcohol starting at 10:00 am on Sundays after a 
new state law passed, allowing liquor stores to sell alcohol 
earlier on Sundays beginning October 23. 

Selectmen accepted the Town Meeting approved 
gift of Lot 44 at Indian Cove. 

A contract to purchase a surplus boat motor was 
given to Extreme Marine, the highest bidder at $2,800. 

The board signed the warrant for the State 
General Election on November 4, and Comcast announced 
in a letter to the board that it would be closing its 149

Rochester Board of Selectmen

It did not take long for the Rochester Finance 
Committee to give the thumbs up for several articles 
involving financial matters on the Fall Special Town 
Meeting Warrant during discussions with the Rochester 
Board of Selectmen on October 6. 
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During a follow-up interview with Rochester 
Town Administrator Michael McCue on October 7, 
McCue said the Finance Committee voted unanimously 
to endorse the six out of nine articles pertaining to 
account transfers and financial appropriations that 
McCue referred to mostly as "simple housekeeping.'' 
The remaining three articles relate to amendments of the 
Town's Zoning Bylaws and are not subject to Finance 
Committee endorsement. 

Both the Finance Committee and the selectmen 
reviewed the warrant with Moderator Greenwood 
Hartley III in preparation for the October 20 Special Town 
Meeting scheduled for 7:00 pm at the Rochester Memorial 
School cafeteria. 

Plumb Corner Market will now be allowed to sell 
alcohol on Sundays between the hours of 10:00 am and 
11:00 pm, now that the board has approved the store's 
new amended liquor license application. 

The law will change as of October 23, 2014, 
allowing off premises retailers of alcohol to begin selling 
alcohol at 10:00 am on Sundays. Although the right to sell 
alcohol is granted by the Commonwealth and not by the 
local authority - the Board of Selectmen - the store was 
required to inform the selectmen and amend their liquor 
license hours of operation. 

Also during the meeting. Library Director 
Gail Roberts briefed the board on a new grant the 
three Tri-Town libraries have received to fund a new 
program entitled 'In My Own Back Yard: Exploring the 
Ecosystems of Southeastern Massachusetts (MOBY)." 
The Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners is 
funding the grant. 

The agenda was light, resulting in a brief meeting 
during which the selectmen voted to sign the warrant for 
the Massachusetts General Election on November 4.

After listening to two hours of discussion, 
including public input.

It looked like a celebrity might have been inside 
the Marion Music Hall the night of October 6, judging 
by the line of people that formed to get into the door 
around 7:00 pm. In anticipation of a significant turnout 
of residents, the Planning Board scheduled the pre- 
submission conference at the music hall to accommodate 
a growing number of voices speaking out against the 
proposed pharmacy that many said would be detrimental 
to the quality of life of Marion's citizens. 

Attorney for Mark Investments Marc Deshaies 
said the company had since changed some of the plan's 
details after taking into consideration comments the 
board made during the initial meeting on September 2. 
The Captain Hadley House would still be relocated to the 
easterly-most side of the lot, but the proposed building's 
design and fagade was significantly altered in hopes that 
residents would find it more aesthetically in alignment 
with the small town nature of Marion. 

"You sent us packing with a lot of suggestions," 
said Architect Kevin Paton. "We're back in front of you 
tonight with a new look." 

Gone was the standard rendering of a CVS in 
Any town, USA. The new design showed black asphalt 
shingles on the roof, white cedar shingles on the building 
fagade, cottage-style windows with shutters, roof dormers 
and gables with Greek revival trim detailing, and a front 
porch-style raised entrance with a white railing.

No one argued that it was not an improvement 
from the last standard prototype for a CVS building, but a 
crucial concern remained the size of the building relevant 
to lot size. 

The architecture had changed, as Kokkins 
pointed out, but the scale remained the same. Planning 
Board member Rico Ferrari was the first to ask why 
this particular CVS needed such a large footprint after 
researching the square-footage of other pharmacies like 
CVS. 

Ferrari threw several sundry questions 
about CVS's business plan at the Mark Investment 
representatives who did their best to answer them 
without directly speaking for CVS.

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Paton said key factors such as the preferred 
reduced height of the fixtures (merchandise shelves), and 
Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) requirements 
contributed to a more spread out plan. People in 
attendance gasped w^hen Paton responded to Ferrari's 
question as to how^ many customers per day would be 
serviced at the location - between 500 to 600 customers 
daily 

''By virtue of what it provides . . . about half of 
its business is drawn by people who drive by a facility," 
said Dean Holt of Mark Investments, emphasizing that 
studies conducted show that people tend to stop off at 
pharmacies while already en route to other places as a 
matter of convenience. "So that is an important concept to 
understand." 

Holt said CVS chose that particular corner 
location on Route 6 specifically because of the traffic on 
the arterial roadway where between 10,000 and 12,000 
cars pass daily. 

Planning Board member Robert Lane began 
asking questions using legalese pertaining to lease 
agreements between CVS and the developer, leaving 
some residents in attendance wondering aloud what they 
were talking about. What it came down to was occupation 
of the building, and whether Marion would be stuck with 
another vacant store on Route 6 - like the old Cumberland 
Farms across from the new one. 

This was all constructive talk, but Kokkins said

he wanted to steer away from business plans and stick to 
what really matters. 

''Anything that affects the town/' said Kokkins, 
"if it is character, if it's function, congestion ... That's what 
we're interested in." 

It is still the same building Mark Investments 
proposed in September, stated Kokkins. "We're talking 
about the gateway to Marion," he said. With Dunkin 
Donuts at a five-percent lot coverage that works, and 
Cumberland Farms with a ten-percent lot coverage that 
is too congested, Kokkins said CVS would fare better 
by proposing a seven- to eight-percent lot coverage next 
time. That would reduce the size from 14,000 square feet 
down to 5,500 to 6,200 square feet. 
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"Which is less than half that you proposed/' 
said Kokkins. "We're not telling you how to run your 
business/' he continued. "But I think this shows our 
rational guideline." 

Planning Board member Eileen Marum wanted 
to focus on Article 10 Section 1.3 of the Town's Zoning 
Bylaws, counting the ways the project did not comply. 
She opposed adding congestion to the roads and the 
diminishing of the historic character of the town with 
"cookie cutter formulated store fronts" and "garish color 
schemes" of a store "which sells everything from candy to 
condoms." 

By now people were cheering, and Marum 
continued criticizing the prospect of having CVS as a 
neighbor in Marion. 

"And not a good neighbor by Marion's 
standards," said Marum. She said the proposed plan 
would "permanently disfigure and scar the intersection of 
Front Street and Route 6, the gateway to Marion." 

Planning Board member Michael Popitz said he 
would welcome a drug store in Marion, but a smaller one 
on a larger lot somewhere else. He said he also did not 
want to see the Captain Hadley House "turned on its side 
and tucked into a little alleyway." 

"My personal feeling is . . . the real issue here is 
. . . does Marion want to have a big CVS in the center of 
town?" asked Popitz. "I personally say no. It's just not a 
good fit for the town." 
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Norman Hills, Planning Board vice-chairman, 
said this proposal would require a major site plan review 
for a number of issues like parking requirements, special 
permits, and the location of the lot within a velocity and 
flood zone. He likened the proposed plan to "paving 
paradise/' 

The board considered several letters submitted by 
residents and members of the board, including 17 of them 
in a packet available to the public upon signing in to the 
meeting. 

Just before opening up for public comment, 
Ferrari suggested residents consider the desired ''future 
character of Marion" when it comes to Route 6 because, 
said Ferrari, Route 6 is currently dilapidated and 
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downright ugly the way it is today, mentioning several 
structures already in existence. 

"Right now/' said Ferrari motioning toward the 
color rendition of the revised building fagade, ''that's 
looking much better than anything you got [now]." 

Given a rebuttal. Holt said the sensitivity over 
town character the board and the residents would 
ultimately express was not obvious in the beginning, but 
he was not sure how much latitude the developer would 
have in decreasing the size of the structure. 

It's not about having larger stores just for the 
sake of having larger stores," said Holt. "It's not to their 
advantage to operate stores that are too large." 

Resident Bill Saltonstall asked the board to simply 
reject the proposal even before an application is formally 
submitted. 

"So that future consideration is no longer 
required and we can all relax," said Saltonstall. 

Lee Vulgaris, a resident of South Street, said he 
would probably be stoned to death for what he was about 
to say, but he suggested to his fellow residents anyway 
that this proposal might be "the best of what we can get." 

"Because the devil we know is better than the 
devil we don't know," said Vulgaris, whose words were 
met with applause rather than stones.

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Farmers Must Get Wetlands Delineated 

Rochester Conservation Commission

Travis and Dustin Lalle came before the Rochester 
Conservation Commission again on October 7 to hear the 
commission's disposition after conducting a site visit on 
the heels of issuing a 'notice of violation' to the brothers. 

Chairman Rosemary Smith said, "We have 
to treat everyone the same . . . you need a plan . . . you 
need to fix the stuff you've already done." Dustin Lalle 
had previously told the commission that he and Travis 
have invested all their available funds into buying the 
land with an eye towards one day farming it. He told 
the commission when they first received the notice that 
they had asked an engineer to give them an estimate on 
services to help them develop a plan to submit to the 
commission, but were stunned by the cost. 

The Lalles acknowledged that they had dug 
ditches in an effort to divert storm water run-off 
and repair their driveway, which had been damaged 
by NSTAR trucks. But in doing so, they violated 
jurisdictional areas. 

They said that numerous calls to NSTAR went 
unanswered and that NSTAR had employed many 
sub-contractors whose headquarters were out of state. 
Travis said, "They never called us back." Taking matters 
into their own hands, they made modifications that the 
commission felt were violations. Commission member 
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Kevin Cassidy said, ''There has been a tremendous 
amount of site disturbance and there are resource 
areas. . /' emphasizing the need for a site plan that would 
include all wetland delineations. 

The Lalles questioned the need for a farmer 
performing agricultural activities to meet the wetlands 
protection act. Environmental Agent Laurell Farinon 
countered that they would have to prove they were 
actually involved in agriculture commerce to be exempted 
from ConCom oversight, noting that boarding horses did 
not fall into that category. 

In the end, the commission felt that in fairness to 
the Lalles and in keeping with the town's overall culture 
and character that fully embraces farming, the Lalles were 
given an additional 90 days to prepare a plan with the 
condition that they give the commission monthly updates 
on their progress. They were also advised to seek the 
assistance of the USDA and NRCS (Natural Resources 
Conservation Services) in developing their plan. Farinon 
also said her office would provide them with a copy of a 
1998 map produced by G.A.F. Engineering for a previous 
owner, saying it would be a great starting point for their 
new plan. Cassidy said that the commission wanted 
to work with them and that wetlands delineation was 
necessary. 

An additional concern came up during their 
meeting with the Lalles. The farmers told the commission 
that NSTAR could not use easements to perform 
work near their property because the easement went 
through a swamp. NSTAR, therefore, had an informal 
arrangement with the Lalles to use their road if the utility 
also promised to repair it. That sent red flags flying with 
Farinon, who said she would check with legal counsel to 
ascertain if a utility could go off easement and encroach 
upon wetlands without coming before ConCom. 

Earlier in the evening, Michael and Ann Cambra 
received a positive order of conditions for their property 
located at 157 Clapp Road for the purposes of building 
an addition within a 100-foot buffer zone. Gloria Doviak 
received a continuation for her notice of intent hearing 
until October 21, and the Town of Rochester received 
an emergency certification for after-the-fact repairs to 
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a culvert located on Hartley Road across from Lloyd's 
Market. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for October 21 at 7:00 pm in the 
Town Hall conference room. 

Pier and Dock Bylaws Proposed 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

Concerned residents are working on a new bylaw 
that would augment, enhance and otherwise fill in what 
they believe are blanks in state and local Conservation 
Commission regulations governing docks and piers in 
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Mattapoisett. 

Peter Trow and Michael Huguenin presented 
the Mattapoisett Planning Board with a draft of what is 
presently titled 'Dock and Pier Overlay District/ a new 
bylaw that Trow and Huguenin, along with 100 or more 
voters, believe is necessary to protect Mattapoisett' s 
delicate inner harbor. 

Trow told the board they have done some 
preliminary research into bylaws that are currently in 
place in other towns and have written a draft geared 
to the unique qualities and needs of the Mattapoisett 
Harbor. They came seeking advice and guidance so that 
the proposed bylaw may be included in the spring town 
meeting for voter consideration. 

Although the draft, as written, focuses on the 
inner harbor, the pair acknowledged that there are other 
shorelines the town may wish to include. Clearly detailed 
in the draft is: ''Prohibition. Within the Dock and Pier 
Overlay District the construction and/or installation of docks 
and piers are prohibited. " The prohibition would "maintain 
public access along the shore and to shellfish and shellfish beds, 
whether existing or potential. ..maintain safe, open water for 
recreational pursuits, including swimming, power boating, 
rowing, rowing instruction, sailing, sailing, instruction, 
sailboat racing, and kayaking. . . (to) retain the natural open 
character and scenic vistas of the seacoast and water. . . " 

Huguenin said that today there are three agencies 
that oversee the building of docks and piers. The first is 
the Army Corps of Engineers, which he said was "slam 
dunk'' and easy to receive permits from. The second is 
the Conservation Commission whose reach is basically 
limited to the wetlands protection act, although they 
could 'condition' a dock or pier project. And the third is 
Massachusetts General Law Chapter 91 Waterways. 

Calling the latter the "best tool" of the three, 
Huguenin also said that public participation was 
difficult in the state process. While the law allows public 
comment, there is no public hearing process making it 
extremely difficult to keep track of a construction project. 
He said it is nearly impossible without the assistance of 
an attorney. "Local bylaws would bring the process back 
before the local residents and neighbors," he said. Trow 
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and Huguenin asserted that a local hearing process might 
be better for the town. 

Chairman Tom Tucker told them to work with 
the Marine Advisory Board, Board of Selectmen and the 
Conservation Commission on a document that would 
then be drawn up from a consensus. They were urged to 
iron out everything possible before coming back to the 
Planning Board. 

Tucker also told them that the Planning Board is 
their venue for a public hearing prior to town meeting 
when they are ready for that step. However, Tucker told 
them, the Planning Board itself does not have jurisdiction 
over bylaws. 

Earlier in the evening, the Planning Board 
approved the re-configuration of lots lines between 9 
and 11 Prince Snow Circle, properties owned by Suzanne 
MacArthur and Carol Critchell, respectively. The new lot 
lines would memorialize minor land use misjudgments 
where MacArthur 's stonewall is slightly inside 
Critcheirs property line and Critchell' s flowerbeds inside 
MacArthur 's property. 

The Mattapoisett Planning Board meets again 
on November 3 at 7:00 pm in the Town Hall conference 
room. 

Sippican School on Top with MCAS 

Marion School Committee

Sippican School ranked highly in state MCAS 
scoring, and Marion School Committee Chairman Joseph 
Scott, Superintendent of Schools Doug White, and 
Sippican School Principal Lyn Rivet congratulated the 
students and educators October 1 during a relatively brief 
school committee meeting. 

In third grade math, Sippican School ranked 12*^ 
out of 942 Massachusetts elementary schools and 14*^ out 
of 544 for sixth grade English, bringing the school's rating 
up from a Level 2 to a Level 1 school. 

''This is a great accomplishment," said 
White, "and everybody should be proud of this 
accomplishment." 

The Sippican School received a certificate from 
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the commissioner of elementary and secondary education, 
recognizing it as one of just 42 Commendation Schools in 
Massachusetts. This is to applaud the school for its high 
achievement and progress in the MCAS exams last year. 
White referred to the achievement as an "A plus'' of sorts. 

The committee held off on approving new 
guidelines for the Student Activity Account so they could 
be reviewed more closely. The Student Activity Account 
is used to fund field trips, for example, and the new 
guidelines will ensure proper management and operation 
of the account. 

'T think it's important that we get a strong process 
... in place," said White. 

Key elements, said White, are the involvement of 
Business Manager Patrick Spencer, who will review the 
account with Sippican staff members on a monthly basis 
to ensure that everyone is "on the same page." White 
added that the guidelines would also protect employees 
via diligent documentation of receipts and deposits. 

"It seems to make sense to me," said Scott. "[It] 
hopefully will help us handle our funds a little better." 
Not that there have been major problems in the past, of 
course, Scott emphasized. 

In other matters. White briefed the board on his 
recent exploration of practices pertaining to technology 
classes with a "one-to-one environment," looking for 
ways to integrate the instructional use of personal 
electronic devices such as iPads and tablets. White said 
he has visited classrooms outside the district that have 
implemented similar programs with success.

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Admin Explores RMS Breakfast Program 

Rochester School Committee

It has been talked about before, but the possibility 
of a breakfast program at Rochester Memorial School 
could be established sometime after the Thanksgiving 
holiday break - pending feasibility 

RMS Principal Derek Medeiros said October 2 
that he is actively exploring the possibility of bringing 
a breakfast program to the school. The only elementary 
school in the Tri-Town region that serves breakfast to 
students is Old Hammondtown in Mattapoisett. 

Medeiros said he is looking to see if logistics will 
allow the breakfast service before school, considering 
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Specific details like bus arrival times and if there was 
enough time in the morning for kids to eat breakfast. 
Medeiros said he is also looking into whether the 
breakfast program could offer a "grab and go'' type of 
meal, and if there is a significant enough need for the 
program. 

"I think that's huge/' said School Committee 
member Robin Rounseville. "It's that one need a day. I 
hope it works out." 

School Committee member Jennifer Kulak wanted 
to know if breakfast would be offered to every student 
at RMS like it is in New Bedford. Business Manager 
Patrick Spencer replied that the idea is to provide lunch 
to students who want to participate in the program 
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and purchase breakfast, but breakfast would not be 
automatically provided to all students. 

Students who receive free or reduced lunch 
would also be able to eat breakfast for free or at a reduced 
cost. 

Medeiros said he would weigh the options and 
the obstacles and report back to the committee. 

Also during the meeting. Assistant 
Superintendent Elise Frangos reported that the Old 
Rochester Regional School District is having a difficult 
time finding a webmaster to manage all of the schools' 
websites. She said the online posting received over 200 
hits, but no candidates have submitted applications. 

White briefly described his recent efforts 
exploring opportunities to implement some ''one-to- 
one environment" technology classes. White said he has 
visited other schools with classrooms in which students 
each have their own device such as an iPad or tablet 
to use in their lessons, in research, and during "digital 
citizenship" endeavors. 

Other schools in the state are ahead of the ORR 
district, said White, with classrooms that have already 
integrated technology into their classrooms. "And we 
want to have that happen with our students, too," said 
White. 

In other matters, Medeiros said the school 
is continuing this year with its partnership with the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition and its hands-on educational

Officials Approve Final Restoration Plan 

The Natural Resource Damages Trustee Council 
for the Bouchard Barge-120 oil spill released its final 
Programmatic Restoration Plan (PRP) and Environmental 
Assessment (EA) for shoreline, aquatic and recreational 
use resources impacted or lost due to the 2003 spill in 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

The Final PRP/EA is the second of three 
anticipated plans to restore natural resources injured and 
uses affected by the 98,000-gallon spill that oiled roughly 
100 miles of shoreline in Buzzards Bay in April 2003.

Gone Girl, Starring Ben Affleck and Rosamund Pike. 
Directed by David Fincher. Running time: 145 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

Gone Girl is the most loathsome movie Fve seen 
in the twenty-eight years Fve been reviewing films. 
What's worse, Fm sure its director, David Fincher, would 
be jazzed by my reaction. But he shouldn't be: he has 
brought considerable craft and resources to bear on a 
creepy, ugly thing, a pretty hate machine, a bruised corpse 
on a coldly gleaming autopsy table (which fairly well 
describes the film's color scheme). It reduces everything 
and everyone to feces, and then rubs it in our faces. It's 
the kind of movie that Alex the droog from A Clockwork 
Orange would make about human relationships and 
marriage, and its nastiness is not mitigated by art of any 
sort, or entertainment other than a detached buzz over 
novelist / scripter Gillian Flynn's laughable plot twists. 

Flynn's script, brimming with V esprit d'escalier 
dialogue reflecting a cynical writer's idea of how clever 
people talk, sticks more or less close to her novel, from 
what I gather Nick Dunne (Ben Affleck) becomes the 
prime suspect in the disappearance of his wife Amy 
(Rosamund Pike). It's a very long movie, at two hours 
and twenty-five minutes (and feels longer), so it probably 
doesn't constitute a spoiler to say that the entire movie 
isn't about chasing Amy, and that we shouldn't trust our 
initial assumptions about Nick. Yes, if Malificent was a 
#yesallwomen movie. Gone Girl is a #notallmen movie. 
Men's-rights activists and incipient rapists and abusers 
should love it. 

Much more than this I cannot reveal without 
blowing the movie's raison d'etre, and many people not 
culpable for the storytelling or aesthetic choices in Gone 
Girl have done honest work ~ including newcomer Carrie 
Coon as Nick's sardonic sister and, incredibly, Tyler Perry 
as a high-powered lawyer who takes Nick's case ~ so 
their work doesn't deserve to be spoiled. That does leave 
me some leeway, though, to object to such details as how 
even the early, supposedly affectionate sex between Nick 




' and Amy carries the sordid chill 
I of the morgue, or how a later 
sex scene turns egregiously 
I gory (it's far worse than most 
] violence that the usual moral 
guardians object to in slasher 
films but will excuse in this 
higher-toned Hollywood movie), or how the film depicts 
low-income motel-dwellers as thuggish thieves without 
blinking (the gross elitism of the writer and director really 
stands out here), or how a certain character's perfidy 
reaches levels that require the diabolical planning acumen 
of the Joker Indeed, Gone Girl gives us Affleck-as-Batman 
versus Superman a year early: his adversary can do 
anything, can convince anyone of anything. 

So this pulpy tripe ~ framed, I guess, as meta- 
commentary on pulpy tripe, which I submit amounts to 
the same thing ~ is what's being peddled as a serious 
movie, one with not even Mfld-magazine but Crazy- 
magazine-level "satire" of the media that feels a clean two 
decades off, complete with Missy Pyle as a fulminating 
Nancy Grace caricature. The paparazzi and news vans 
descend on Nick's flyover town as if there were nothing 
else going on in the country, and we spend too much time 
watching Nick being groomed for media appearances. 
You see, Flynn and Fincher (how tempting to refer to 
these twin sociopaths as the portmanteau Flyncher) 
are saying, it's not important in our degraded culture 
whether someone is innocent, but whether he or she 
appears innocent and whether the media buys into that. 

Fincher 's Zodiac was a true-crime masterpiece 
of dread and obsession, but it's clear by now that he's a 
top-rank shiner of expensive shoes, a director drawn by 
technological challenges as well as a general dim view 
of the world, and after the cheap tricks and galloping 
misogyny of Gone Girl I'm pretty much done with him. 
(As for Gillian Flynn, from whom the blessings of this 
squalid story flow, she can go right to Hell and stay 
there.) This rancid saga, grindingly unpleasant to the 
eye and freezing to the touch, seems contrived to titillate 
audiences with fashionable bleakness, a dash of flesh, a 
cascade of blood, a wide streak of conservatism cloaked in 
the cold leather of faux punk rock. If this is what hits the 
top of bestseller and box-office lists these days, American 
literature and cinema deserve to burn to the ground. Pass 
the matches.

Shoreline and aquatic habitats will be restored 
at Round Hill Marsh and Aliens Pond Marsh in 
Dartmouth, as well as in the Weweantic River in 
Wareham. Populations of shellfish, including quahog, 
bay scallop and oyster, will be enhanced or restored 
through transplanting and seeding programs in numerous 
towns and multiple locations. These designated 
shellfish restoration areas are expected to help improve 
recreational shell-fishing opportunities. 

Public access opportunities will be created 
through a variety of projects, including acquisition
